By a strange and pleasant coinc!- 
dence Mrs. Milo Tupper Maynard, 
famed as one of Colorado's most bril- 
liant woman walked into the quarters 
of the Political Equality League yes- 
terday afternoon at the very moment a 
telegram was delivered from Mrs. Ed- 
son announcing that the suffrage 
amendment had passed the Senate. 
Straightway she fell to with Mies Hess 
Marjory Munn writing telegrams to the 
thirty-three legislators who voted for 
it. The five “bad” legislators got no 
telegrams, not from the suffragettes. 

After their thanks had sped on their 
errand of electric joy, the women 
themselves went down to the Hotel 
Alexandria where the College Equal 
Suffrage League held a jubilee, and 
where they incidentally instructed the 
coming crop of sweet girl graduates of 
the Los Angeles State Normal School 
in the glories of the franchise. 
Mrs. Maynard said yesterday that 
after thirteen years of experience as 
a voter she believed in the enfran- 
chisement of woman more than ever 
before. Thirteen Years ago it was her be 
lief that equal suffrage was good. Now 
she knows by actual experience that 
this ie so. She says she does not know 
whether the men of Colorado would 
have voted for such a constitutiona! 
amendment in the beginning, but she 
thinks she does know that no man in 
the State would ever think of revert- 
ing to the old system, if it could be 
done. She says she does not for a mo- 
ment doubt that California men will 
vote for the amendment when the op- 
portunity is afforded them, because 
she cannot think of them as behind the 
men of other States around them:

English Universities Adopt 
“Knockout” System. 


Dual Meets Instituted to Oust 
Weak Sisters. 


New Method of Scoring to B 
Given Trial. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—It is not often 
that any of the big universities cn 
the other side introduce any reforms 
in an athletic way, and especially Ox- 
ford and Cambridge have been free 
from any inclination to depart from 
old customs. At the annual meeting 
of the Cambridge University Athletic 
Club recently it was found that the 
financial report showed a deficit, and 
it was decided that something should 
be done to create more interest in ath- 
letics. There was a full meeting o:

“It has for home time deen felt that 
athletics have not been in a thorough- 
ly satisfactory condition in the uni- 
versity. The fallure of some college 
meetings and the meager success of 
others have in the past not only indi- 
cated a serious lack of interest, bul 
have too often not been al! ether Ww 
the credit of athletics, 

“This unfortunate fact fs not, the 
committee belle ves, due to any de- 
merits in nt in the sport, but 
rather to the yste:. on which it has 
hitherto been organ zed. t has there- 
fore been proposed that some funda- 
mental change whould be introduced 
into the arrangements under which 
athletles are carried on, with a view to 
making them more worth while from 
the point of view both of individuals 
and college clubs.

“Every college which enters wi'. be 
drawn by lot to run in a joint meeting 
with another college. For all purposes 
of the individual college this meeting 
will be equivalent to an ordinary col- 
lege meeting under the existing sys- 
tem. In the collection of entrance fees, 
for example, and in the awarding : 
prizes, each college wil. act separately 
and, indeed, exactl’ as it does at pres- 
ent.

“On the whole, the committees think 
it better that paints should not 
counted for handicap events; but the 
committee would be glad to hear the 
opinions of the various college clubs 
on this point.

money after looking about them for 
awhile.

mention of the great strides in con- 
struction, and gave it as his opinion 
that the demand or money in Los 
Angeles and vicinity would continue 
throughout the present year, and pros- 
perity would abide among the people.

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MURDER DONE. 


{AN WHO DID SHOOTING WILL 
BE ARRAIGNED TODAY. 


By a Strange Irony of Fate, the 
Accused Had no Quarre] With Dead 
Man, But Was Trying to Disable 
His Companion—Whlife and Friends 


As a result of the Coroner's jury 
declaring yesterday’‘afternoon that the 
shooting of Rudolph Sehreiner on 
West Jefferson street Wednesday night 
was “a case of death resulting from 
a gunshot wound inflicted with homi- 
cidal inter.t,”” a formal charge of mur- 
der will be filed this morning against 
W. I. Brent. He confessed to the 
shooting at the time and was taken 
into custody a few moments after- 
ward. He is in the City Jail. 

After the filing of the murder charge 
this morning it is expected he will be 
immediately arraigned tn Police Court 
and his preliminary examination set 
for an early date. 

Brent seemed composed yesterday. 
He cheerfully conversed with his 
friends who called upon him. Mrs. 
Brent spent the greater portion of the 
day with her husband, 

As related at the inquest,. James 
McLean of No. 514 South Figueroa 
etreet and Rudolph Schreiner were 
drinking in a downtown hotel when 
Brent entered the bar- room. Brent 
remained but a few minutes and then 
went outside. He boarded a West 
Jefferson car. McLean and Schreiner 
followed. All alighted at Orchard ave- 


McLean, it was sa 
slapped Brent in the face and Brent 
then drew his revolver. Schreiner 
grasped him by the wrists, Dut Brent 
broke away and ran. After going 
about 150 feet, Brent Is sald to have 
stopped and fired twice, the bullets 
missing McLean and taking effect in 
Schreiner. 

Schreiner was carried into a near- 
by house and an ante-mortem state- 
ment taken. The statement is: 1. 
Rudolph Schreiner, am absolutely in- 
nocent of trying to do Brent harm and 
know of no reason why he shot me.”

LOS ANGELES, Jan. M4—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The violent out 
burst of the plague in Manchuria, and 
the rumors of alarming presence of 
plague infested rats in England, has 
naturally caused serious apprehension 
throughout the United States. 

The plague germs have always ex- 
fisted in the far Nast; in the City of 
Bagdad, in Mesapotamia, the plague 
has existed continuously since 1867; in 
fact it is believed by many to be the 
birthplace of this most awful disease. 

In 1877, Dr. Colville, a resident physi- 
clan in Bagdad, gave some in- 
formation regarding the plague in Bag- 
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the province as well as the cities. Since 
that time the population of Bagdad 
has not exceeded 150,000. 

In 1804, and again thirty years later, 
the plague returned. In 1831, 100,000 
were swept away by this insatlate mon- 
ster. The plague exists very much as 
small-pox exists in many cities of the 
world—getting headway to an uncon- 
trollable degree only at intervals,-— 
why, at intervals, no one can tell. 
The unspeakable Alth of oriental houses 
and persons is sufficient to keep the 
disease epidemic. Dr. Colville says it 
is not cn infectious disease, that is to 
say, a disease communicated by air, 
in the ordinary sense,—it attaches it- 
I once 
saw large areas of the city of Osaki, 
Japan, destroyed by fire by the officers 
of the government of Japan to rid the 
country of plague. 

It would be foolish to frequent a 
plague stricken house, and dangerous 
to sleep in one. It creeps from house 
to house and from person to person. 
The dirtier the house the more Hable 
it is to plague, More than 50 per ce 
of those attacked die. The plague fi 
shows itself by a little fever which 
continues for a couple of days, and 
then by a glandular swelling on the 
groin or armpit; then high fever, de- 
lirilum and collapse. If the swelling 
suppuractes, the pationt recovers; if 
not, on the fifth or sixth day, he dies. 

The filth that surrounds the homes of 
the Chinese in Mukden, and all the 
cities of Manchuria, together with the 
foolish conservatiem of the officials— 
absolute disregard for the simplest 
hygienic methods will not check the 
march of the plague. The only hope 
lies In the presence of Japanese in 
Manchuria given a free hand; the Jap- 
anese would stamp the plague out of 
existence. From close personal ob- 
servation of their methods I would feel 
confident that they would resort to 
most extreme methods in fighting this 
awful disease. 

I can never forget the filth of the 
Chinese cities I visited in 1905. The 
only places where vile odors and reek- 
ing nastives did not prevail in the 
poorer quarters, was in the cities in 
Manchuria, where Japanese influence 
was paramount. The Chinese peasant 
rarely bathes and the Japanese peasant 
never forgets his daily bath, if given 
the opportunity. Nothing short of eter- 
nal vigilance will keep the plague away 
from the Pacific Coast.
